REASON FOR KASHER 
MEAT SHORTAGE 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


A statement on the recent shortage 
in the kasher meat ration has been 
made by Mr. M.- Levin. Chairman of 
the Licensed Kosher Butchers’ Asso- 
ciation and Chairman of the Kosher 
Retail Buying Group, which. distri- 
butes kasher. meat in the Greater 
London area under the egis of the 
Ministry of Food 

During the past month, Mr. Levin told 
me. the kasher butchers have been 
unable to supply the full kasher meat 
ration. This has been due to the difh- 
culty of getting a sufficient supply of live 
cattle. 

Mr. Levin pointed out that this week 
he will also have difficulty in supplying 
the kasher butchers with sufficient stocks 
to meet the full kasher ration. He added 
that he has been informed by the 
Ministry of Food that the supply of hve 
cattle will be increased within the next 
few weeks, and that he hopes to be able 
to distribute sufficient meat to the 
retailers not only to cover the full ration 
bul to make good the previous ration 
shortages.

Soviet Policy Deplored

Professor Albert Vajs ,and Dr. 
Lavoslav Kadelburg, the President and 
Vice-President respectively of the 
Federation of Jewish Communities in 
Yugoslavia, visited London this week 
on their way back to Belgrade. 

They told me in an interview that 
they had: discussed with the Paris office 
of the American Joint Distribution 
Committee the annual budget of the 
Belgrade Jewish Home for the Aged 
and also conferred with Jewish com- 
munal leaders on antisemitism in 
Soviet-dominated countries. 

Professor Vajs said that the open and 
brazen manifestation of antisemitism at 
the Prague trial and afterwards had pro- 
duced a shock. Public opinion, Jewtsh 
and non-Jewish, had reacted very sharply. 

Mr M. Diilas.. a member of the 
Government and of the Politburo of the 
Yugoslav Communist Party, had written 
in the leading. paper, Borsa, a special 
article. in which he stated: “ Antisemitism 
has become a practice Eastern 
Europe.”

MUCH emotion has understandably been 
displayed over the notorious Prague trial and 
the invidious accusations made against the 
nine Moscow doctors, six of them Jews. 
Indignation among us is natural and justifi- 
able when we realise the implications and 
the threats inherent in the all-embracing 
Communist charges against “ Jewish bour- 
geois nationalists.” against Zionists and 
Israc!

pO itical use made of! Jewishness by the 


enemies of Judaism since the patriarchal days 
of Simeon and Levi. It was, in fact, this 
constant “political attitude against the 
Jews that brought the modern Zionist move- 
ment into -bemng. 

Even if the illogical Communist argument 
is conceded that antisemitism. in Russia 
Or its satellites is not yet official, the 


ultimate effect of this regularly dinned 
anti-Zionist, anti-Israel propaganda on the 
millions of Russians, Poles, Rumanians, and 
Hungarians cannot be avoided. To them, the 
Jews abroad, and especially in Israel, must 
inevitably be thought of as enemies. And just 
as inevitably, especially among peoples with 
a long history of antisemitism, the reaction 
will come against the Jews living among 
them. Then what security can the Russian 
Jew feel when Jews not abroad but in Russia 
itself are singled out for attack as bourgeots, 
Zionists, cosmopolitans, objectivists, ruthless 
dreamers, Westernites, imperialists, or by any 
other would-be insulting name ? It is signifi- 
cant that, at the Kremlifi this week, in the 
ceremony of giving ILyaA EHRENBURG the 
Stalin Prize for Peace, no mention whatsoever 
was made of his Jewish origin. But it is easy 
to imagine how quickly the Soviet press 
would recall his “ Jewish bourgeois ” ancestry 
in Kiev if ever he fell into disfavour. And do 
we ever read in the Russian press. of 
deviationist writers being denounced as “ of 
abominable Georgian origin ~ or of “ detest- 
able Ukrainian or White Russian ancestry ~? 
Additional abhorrence must be felt in the 
Western world, too, at the denial of justice 
shown in all these cases, when the guilt of all 
the accused is not only assumed but is 
blazoned forth to all the world before ever 
a trial—or a travesty of a trial—is held. 


But it is in Jerusalem and not in Moscow 
that tolerance prevails. Mr. SHMUEL 
MIKUNIS, the leader of the Israeli Communist 
Party, was permitted to speak freely in the 
Knesset. even during the understandably 
heated and angry debate on the Russian anti- 
Israel charges. he nearest to a demonstra- 
tion on the part of the Israeli Government 
was that Mr. Ben-Gurion, rather than be 
drawn into acrimony, left the House. It is 
not difhcult to imagine the fate of anyone 
daring to criticise Mr, STALIN in the same 
way in the Russian’ Praesidigm, 


When all is said and done, however, the 
real motives behind the present Soviet atti- 
tude remain hidden. That is why it 1s 
important for Jews especially to think as 
well as shout. The Communist actions con- 
tain the seed of a very great danger and 
cannot be treated simply as an “ anti-Jewish ” 
move and nothing else We have learnt 
sufficient of Soviet diplomacy to know that 
what they do is always carefully calculated— 
and they must have calculated, with their 
usual cynical opportunism, that just now 
it-1s likely to pay them if they conduct some 
anti-Jewish operations. These operations are 
not an end in themselves—and the whole 
Western world must consider very deeply 
what they may herald 


NEW YEAR FOR TREES 
To-mMorRoW, Tu BShevat (the 1ISth day 
of Shevat), is:commemorated in the Jewish 
calendar as the New Year for Trees. This 
date 1s, of course, determimed by Seasonal 
changes in the Orient and not by our 
Western climatic conditions. The festival is 
of ancient origin, as is evidenced by the 
fact that the Mishna records a discussion 
between the tollowers of HILLEL and those 
of SHAMMAI regarding the precise time of 
its occurrence Ihese famous rabbinical 
authorities did not confine their activities 
only to book-learning and scholastic pursuits. 
Chey also concerned with closely 
observing the marvellous. processes. of 
nature, which they regarded as a Divine 
revelation given to man. by the Creator 
of the universe. It is not difficult to under- 
stand how this attitude arose out of. the 
agricultural lite of ancient Judea. More 
remarkable is the tradition that preserved 
this festival throughout the ages when the 
lews were exiled not only from the Holy 
land but from contact with the soil in the 
various lands of their dispersal. Its obser- 
vance—in strange and incongruous surroun- 
dings—-kept alive the memory of the past 
and the hope of the future. With the return 
to the ancestral homeland and the establish- 
ment of the State of Israel, this festival has 
developed a fresh significance. It symbolises 
a double miracle for which we should express 
gratitude to Providence: the springtime 
revival of nature and the national rebirth 
of the Jewish people. A principal endeavour 
of Zionism has always been the restoration 
of the land and people of Israel by agricul- 
tural-activity. The history of the movement 
has been largely bound up with the spread 
of farming settlements and schemes of 
afforestation. This aspect of Jewish life 
gives continuity to ideals and traditions 
which derive their sanction from Biblical 


teachings. At the present day, however, 
they can be given practical effect only if 
account is taken of the economic needs and 
conditions which prevail in the modern 
world. Particularly at this season, therefore, 
it is appropriate to consider the many 
economic and industrial factors which must 
be included in any realistic survey. The 
special “Produce of Israel’ Supplement, 
printed with this issue of THe JEWISH 
CHRONICLE, contains a number of authorita- 
tive articles which should help towards a 
wider appreciation and understanding of this 
important subject. 


DEPUTIES’ SPEECHES 


THe letter from Mr. A. WOLFE, on 
page 17 of this issue, helps to illustrate 
a misconception which exists about the func- 
tions of members of the Board of Deputies. 
The Board is a consultative body ; its sphere 
of interest is the community's secular affairs, 
and it deliberates upon them with a view to 
action being taken in the name of the Anglo- 
Jewish community as a whole. As its history 
and title make plain, it is composed of 
delegates from synagogues and other Jewish 
bodies, and, basically, an individual acquires 
the right to participate in Board meetings in 
order to represent directly the views of the 


members of those organisations. Obviously, . 


deputies cannot consult their constituents at 
every turn; points which arise for decision, 
even important points, cannot always be 
foreseen, and the exchange of opinions can- 
not be restricted by local prejudice. On any 
view, however, a deputy’s actions ought to 


be informed by the interests of those who - 


elected him, as. their deputy. The Board 
is not a forum for political debate, and 
subordination to: party politics, whatever 
their colour, is incompatible with the exercise 
of a deputy’s representative function. Coun- 
cillor Wo_Fre impliedly recognises this when 
he is at pains to inform our readers that he 
is careful to precede his voicing of, Com- 
munist views by a‘declaration that he speaks 
in a personal capacity only. Few constitu- 
encies are so illiberal as ‘to censure 
occasional individual sallies, but the whole 
course of Councillor Wo.LFre’s contributions 
to the proceedings of the Board shows that 
there is little personal about them but that 
he follows undeviatingly a particular political 
line. The*public is not so blind as to believe 
that by the incorporation in his speeches of 
a verbal formula a deputy is entitled to 
justify such a course. 
WELFARE OF PATIENTS 

THe Central Health Services Council has 
prepared for the Ministry of Health a report 
on “The Reception and Welfare of In- 
Patients in Hospitals,” which was issued this 
week by H.M. Stationery Office (price 9d.). 
The recommendations of this report are of 
widespread public interest, and not least to 
members of the Jewish commumity. Since 
the instyution of the National Health Ser- 
vice we have frequently had occasion in 
these columns to stress -the need for the 
continuance of voluntary effort. This need 
has been realised. by such bodies as the 
Friends of the London Jewish Hospital. 
Only the other week we printed a letter from 
the Chairman of that organisation, the Hon. 
Mrs. EWEN MOontacu, detailing the many 
amenities which the Friends were able to 
provide for the patients and staff. It is now 
emphatically and officially stated in the 
Ministry of Health report that voluntary 
societies of this kind have a permanent and 
important function to fulfil in connection 
with National Health Service hospitals. The 
report shows how such co-operation iS 
invaluable in redressing the lack of friendly 
human relations which otherwise all too 
often prevails in a routine system, whatever 
may be the technical and scientific efficiency 
of the hospital's methods. It is urged that 
hospitals generally should have a. greater 
regard to their responsibility for patients as 
human beings, with personalities, needs, and 
interests of their own. “To distinguish 
between hospitals which care for people and 
those which deal with cases is not merely 
to play with words: it is to recognise a 
profound difference in the atmosphere of 
the two, which can be very apparent and 
of great importance to the patient.” In 
addition to the many contributions to 
patients’ well-being which this report recom- 
mends, it stresses the special value of the 
work undertaken by hospital chaplains of 
every denomination. All who are in any 
way concerned with the welfare of Jewish 
patients-—-whether in Jewish or general 
institutions—should study this report and 
feel encouraged to persevere their 
endeavours.

REMBRANDT 


Rembrandt, Selected Paintings. With

Under the enthusiastic guidance of its founder 
and director, Dr. B. Horovitz, the Phaidon 
Press has exerted a widespread cultural influence 
and fostered a growing appreciation of 
esthetic values, At the same time, D; 
Horovitz’s direction of the East and Wes: 
Library—-where treasures of. Hebraic thought 
are presented in beautiful format—is a reminde; 
of his zeal for the spread of specifically Jewish 
knowledge. The publication of these splendid 
editions of Rembrandt's paintings and etchings 
must therefore occasion particular ‘satisfaction 
For not only does Rembrandt remain one of! 
the supreme masters in the whole world of art. 
but his sympathetic interpretation of Jewish 
subjects has a-.profound and integral sig 
nificance. These combined aspects of his genius 
make him unique among non-Jewish artists 
And there are yet additional reasons fo: 
according a specifically Jewish welcome to thes« 
volumes at the present time. Preparations are 
now under way for celebrating the tercentenary 
of the resettlement of the Jews in England, and 
Rembrandt was associated with the historic 
events of three centuries ago. Moreover, the 
winter exhibition of Dutch paintings now being 
held at the Royal Academy, and that of Dutch 
prints and drawings at the British Museum, ar 
naturally encouraging general public interest in 
the work of their greatest exponent. 

His deep religious feelings (perhaps all the 
deeper for their expression along nonconformix 
lines). his love of the Bible and knowledge of 
Hebrew, his friendship with Jews and his res: 
dence among them in Amsterdam—all these 
factors contributed te the inspired depiction of} 
Jewish subjects in both his pictures and etch 
ings. The 88 superb monochrome and colow: 
reproductions of the pictures in Borenius’s 
volume have been carefully . selected «by 
an expert for purely artistic reasons. Yet it 
no accident that the first depicts “ Rembrandt! 
Mother Reading the Bible,” while over a quarte: 
of the remainder represent subjects from th 
Old Testament and Apocrypha or contemporary 
Jewish portraits and scenes. Moreover, 
volume shows that his New Testament picture 
(unlike those of most other Old Masters) ar 
replete with loving observatioh of the Jewish lif: 
which he witnessed around him. Several of th 
pictures reproduced in this book can now be een 
at the Royal Academy exhibition, althoug!

ITH the United Kingdom 

holding the position of 

Israel's largest importer 
and second largest exporter (after 
the United States), the importance 
of the rdle that shipping plays 
between Britain and Israel cannot 
be overrated 


Although since the proclamation of 
its independence Israel has found 
itself outside the sterling area, and 
although long-term credits are lack- 
ing. Israeli trade with the United 
Kingdom occupies a most prominent 
place in the economic life of the new 
State with regard to both imports and 
exports. The United Kingdom is not 
only the decisive market for the Israel 
industry : the trade pattern 
which was set in 1949, when Britain 
took almost 54 per cent of all that 
Israe| could sell, while contributing 
about 10 per cent of what Israel 
could buv abroad. has not fluctuated 
very vioientl\ even this dav. 
According to the figures for the first 
eight months of 1952 (the latest data 
ivailable) the United Kingdom was 
still the chief market for. Israel's 
exports--absorbing about 40 per cent 

and the imports from Britain con 
stituted 8 per cent ol what Israel 
Rought abroad (the onlv intake trom 
abroad that was greater was from the

the lite of Israel has led to gradually, 
increasing emphasis being laid upon 
expanding the industry as much as 
possible. Ihere is no doubt that 
markets are available for very much 
larger crops than Israel is at. present 
able to export. At the same time. 
there are considerable areas of land 
available in the coastal plain where 
there are adequate water supplies to 
make tt possible greatly to increase 
the planted area. 


Foreign Exchange Earner 


It is particularly during the past 
vear that the vital importance of such 
expansion has come to be recognised, 


for, on the one hand, commercial 
sources of. foreign exchange have 
become increasingly scarce, and, on 


the other hand, the extremely advan- 
tageous position of citrus as an 
efficient earner of such exchange has 
become more apparent. Approxi- 
mately 70 per cent of the total income 
fromthe exports of citrus fruits 
represents a net income of foreign 
exchange to the country: and.= no 
other existing industry of any size 
can compete in efficiency as an earner 
of foreign exchange. Furthermore. 
with the rapid increase in poptilation 
and the extreme shortage of winter 
fruits which are such a vital part of 
the diet, a good loca! market has been 
established for “cull” fruits which 
had previously to be sold at very low 
prices. Any surplus of culls is 
shipped to the by-products plants and 
made into concentrates, which are in 
turn exported. Asa result of all these 
factors the Government is now doing 
everything possible to restore confi- 
dence in the industry and to encourage 
the producers of the country’s princi- 
pal export commodity. 


One of the advantages of 
industry is the fact that it is extreme 
well organised through the ¢ 
Marketing Board, which controls 
purchases of materials and al! sales o! 
fruit, both locally and abroad. Unlike 
its competitors in other countries 


it is able very carefully to regulate 
supplies of fruit in each market and 
thus to prevent the temporary 0 

supplies which are the inevitahe 


result of uncurbed competition 

In its attempt to encourage the 
planting of new groves, the Govern 
ment is trying, as indicated above, [o 
cive the growers their due, so tal 
good groves are now definitely a Pr 
ing business: and in addition ‘as 
allocated considerable tracts of land 
and equipment for this purpose. 


Covernment Loan 


The largest of .the companies w! 
have undertaken to expand the exist 
ing citrus industry is Mehadrin Lid 
which was founded by the leaders ©! 
the existing industry and which 
received from the Government 22.000 
dunams in the coastal plain and a !oan 
of $600,000 for the purchase ®' 
the necessary pipes and equipmen' 
This company is engaged in diggin: 
wells, clearing large areas, and lay ine 
miles of pipes; and has establis! ed 
a large nursery from which trees w!!! 
be taken in 1953-54 for the planting 
of thousands of dunams of new groves 
on a large scale. The work W!! 
be mechanised as completely 4 
possible. 

The new groves, which will beg" 
to produce exportable fruit in 1955.

But the industry is faced with two 
great handicaps the limitations 
mposed by Britain on imports and 
the recent introduction by the United 
States of a subsidy on its own exported 
concentrates amounting to 
heiween 40 per cent and SO per cent. 
In the ordinary run of free competi- 
tion Israels: products would stand a 
good chance, but the American sub- 
sidy cripples their opportunities, and, 
as a result. exports have considerably 
decreased. 

In 1947 between 7,000,000 and 
8.000.000 tins were exported ; this past 
vear the number has dropped to 
1,000,000. In the vear 1950-SI the 
value of this tvpe of export was 
t1.700,000 sterling in 1951-52 it was 
only £1,300,000. During the first eight 
months of 1952 the value of fruit 
juices exported was I£1.088.282. as 
against 1£1,126,063 for the same period 
in the previous year. The figures for 
preserved fruits were 1£71,168 in 1952 
and 1£233.768 in 1951: for pickled 
cauliflowers and cucumbers, [£6.168, 
as against [£1,352 the. previous year. 
The large drop in preserved fruit 
export figures is accounted for by the 
fact that although in 1951 Britain 
took a consignment of tinned orange 
slices, the order was not repeated last 
year.

Negotiating with Britain 


Representatives of the Citrus Con- 

centrates Producers’ Association are 
sull negotiating with the Ministry of 
Food in Britain to get what they can 
consider a fair price for grapefruit 
segments. The Ministry are offering a 
barter arrangement, but Israel wants 
Sterling. A quantity of tomato purée 
was, however, recently dispatched to 
Britain, and. Sweden took tinned 
vegetables. 
_ The other markets besides Britain 
for all these Israeli products are 
mainly the Scandinavian countries. 
Western Europe, and even the U.S.A. 
Finland took a quantity of concen- 
trated juices for the Olympic Games.

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FARMING WITH A DIFFERENCE 


Down Where the Barley Grows 


T took us three hours, sitting 

in the back of an open truck 

among boxes of tomatoes and 
“ pilpil ” (green peppers), to get to 
Ammuriya, in the Darom, trom 
Natanya. Ammiutriya is unknown 
even to most Israelis, because it 1s, 
for most of the time, nothing but 
a deserted landmark in a formerly 
Arab part of Israel. But for periods 
of two to three months during the 
sowing and harvesting season every 
year, Ammuriya, like a number of 
similar places all over the Darom 
—which literally means South— 
comes to life. It has been found 
in Israel that the wild places will 
grow barley, and the crop, once 
sown, will virtually look after itself 
till the tume comes for harvesting. 
So a curious form of farming, 
auxiliary to the regular work of the 
established settlements, has grown 
up in what might simply have been 
wastelands. Because it is still wild 
country, however, and because the 
work is done during a brief season, 
men, and men only, from kibbutzim 
and other village communities all 
over Israel go down there specially 
to work. 


No Romantic Ideas 


These men do not go with any 
romantic ideas of “ pioneering” in 
whod. as they might still do, say, 


in the Negev. Their approach to the 
job is purely matter of fact. They are 
all after a good bargain, for the pay 
is attractive. And the motto now for 
farmers and their animals tn an Israel 
so short of hard currency is “ produce 
Or Siarve 

Although Darom means South, since 
the readjustments of the frontier it 
is now a fairly central part of Israel, 
and vet each man goes fully armed 
all the time, because it 1s not far from 
the lerusaliem-Bethlehem  corndor.

Mr. Landau has written an important 
though provocative study of the 
political, social, and economic aspects 
of life in the international city of 
Tangier. We are given a vivid picture 
of this smugglers’ paradise, but what is 
an otherwise first-rate book is unfor- 
tunately marred by his intense dislike 
of France's colonial policies and his 
often irrelevant pleas on behalf. of the 
Moroccan nationalists. 

Nevertheless, he has given some 
interesting details of Tangier’s little- 
known Jewish community. Jews were 
well established in Tangier when. in 
1677, they were banished from the city 
by the British authorities. They 
returned after six years, but were 
forced to camp outside the city. To- 
dav, however. Tangiers 12.000 Jews 
are an influential and respected section 
of the community are represented 
on the city’s Legislative Assembly. 
Dealing with the spiritual life of the 
Tangerines, the author asserts that the 
majority of the poor Jews. as well as 
the older generation of the wealthy 
class, are Orthodox and firm in their 
faith, Though the wealthier Jews 
merchants and bankers—are regarded 
as Tangiers financial aristocracy, and 
about 25 per cent of the community 
are shopkeepers or emploved in such 


occupations as tailoring, the bulk of. 


langier Jewry are destitute and have 
to be supported by their coreligionists 
and American relhef organisations. 


Family's Service to Britain 


Like their coreligionists mm other 
countries, Tangier Jews have a sense 
of responsibiljty and liberal and pro- 
gressive views, though the author 
deplores their lack of sympathy with 
Moroccan national aspirations, claim- 
ing there is nothing to justify the 
allegation that jin an_ independent 
Morocco Jews would suffer from dis- 
crimination, and uttering a warning 
that if Jews continue to side with the 
oppressor [the French]. they might 
endanger their future position 

One Jewish family in Tangier—-the 
Abenzours~—deserves special mention, 
as it enjoys the privilege of British 
citizenship granted on Queen Victoria s 
personal wish and by special Act of 
Parliament. [his was because of 
valuable services rendered to. Britain 
by Moses Abenzour, the grandfather 
of the present head of the family 

“ Oasis Kingdom,” one of the_ first 
hooks published on the newly estab- 
lished Kingdom of Libya, deals 
exhaustively with* problems in that 
country. but makes only brief refer- 
ence to the Jewish community. 
now reduced by emigration to only 
3.500 members. The author rightly 
remarks that the Jewish and other 
minorities have had too much to do 
safeguarding their rights to find time

\ poet iS free to. choose his own 
subjects, and should be judged only

THe Hon. Ewen S. MONTAGU 


T was, through one of the most 
Striking ironies that Providence 
could devise, a leading member 

of the Anglo-Jewish community 
who, at a critical point of the last 
war, conceived a brilliant plan 
which, adopted by the Allied ( om- 
mand, completely misled Hitler and 
his generals, and paved the way for 
the successful invasion of Nazi-held 
Southern Europe in 1943. 


Ihe deception was achieved by 
the use of a dead body given a 
hctitious name and identity, provided 
with false but most convincing papers, 
and floated ashore by a. submarine 
launch off the coast of Spain. Ihe 
German High Command was com- 
pletely fooled into believing that the 
Allied attack would be through 
Greece and Sardinia instead of, as his- 
tory now knows, through Sicily. [his 
macabre scheme duped Hitler so 
thoroughly that he advised Mussolin: 
accordingly, and reinforcements were 
drafted to the wrong places. Ihe 
whole ingenious story, under the 
appropriate title of “ The Man Who 
Never 


Britain is at least as important as 
Zionism. He opposed the affiliation 
of symagogues as such to the English 
fionist Federation, while not object- 
ing to the formation of synagogue 
Zionist societies. He even went as far 
as to support Basil Henriques in the 
Jewrtsh Fellowship that testified against 
the idea of a Jewish State before the 
Anglo-American Committee of Inquiry 
on Palestine Hence it is hardly 
surprising that Ewen Montagu should 
be dubbed an anti-Zionist.

Suggestion at Manchester Shechita Board

MANCHESTER 

Speaking at a meeting of the 
Manchester Shechita Board held on 
Sunday. Mr. L. Levien suggested the 
kasher canteens in 
factories. He considered that kashrut 
vas not complete without them; if 
workers were denied them they would 
drift away from kashrut. He pro- 
posed that employers who were com- 
munal leaders should be approached. 

Mr. Samuel Davies. J.P.. who presided, 
said he entirely agreed with Mr. Levien, 
and he would refer the matter to the Beth 


Din to see if thev could use their 
influence in the matter. But. he added. 
they had no dwuect influence over 
employers. The Rev. CC. J. Hetlpern 


suggested that the Trades Advisory Coun- 
cil be approached. 

Mr. Davies said that the casting-pens 
which were installed some time ago had 
iven a lot of trouble. Fach of them 
had to be overhauled. This had already 
been done in one case. at a cost of £700. 
and the other two would have to be over- 
hauled at a cost of £1,200. 


New Mikva Needed 


One of the primary aims of the 
Shechita Board. said Mr. Davies, was to 
see that mikvaot were provided and plans 
were being made for the establishing of 
a communal mikva. Action had already 
been taken, as the existing mikva was in 
a dangerous condition; £2,500 had been

WELFARE OF THE BLIND 


Ald. A. Moss, J.P., presiding at the 
first annual meeting of the Manchester 
Jewish Blind Society, said that the real 
inspiration for the founding of the socicty 
had come from Mr. L. M. Glancy. J.P.. 
and the new social centre to be opencd 
shortly in Bignor Street, Cheetham, 
would be called the Louis Glancy Social 
Centre. Ald. Moss paid tribute to Mr. 
Darky Davies, who had collected £1,000 
for the society, and said that it had been 
decided to name one of the rooms at 
the centre in his honour. 

When they started, said the speaker. 
they had had the names of 30 blind 
people on their list; they had since 
found another 40; and this was not, he 
thought, the final figure. 

Mr. D. Suppree, Chairman, said the 
society had found many blind people in 
tragic circumstances, living on their own 
and often not knowing where their next 
meal was coming from. However, many 
of their blind friends did not need chant: 
but companionship. They first appointed 
Miss Philip as a part-time welfare officer, 
but soon found it necessary to make the 
appointment a full-time one. During the 
year, said Mr. Suppree, they had obtained 
900 subscribers.

ANTISEMITISM _IN 


Charge of Mental 
Confusion 


To the Editor of Tue JewisH CHRONICLE 
From Professor HYMAN LEVY 


Sir.—As one who has given a great 
deal of thought to the origins of anti- 
semitism, may I direct your attention 
to a relatively new feature of this 
problem as it affects Jews who are 
domiciled everywhere except in the 
State of Israel, and who do not intend 
to emigrate to that country. 

Every person who calls himself a Jew 
thereby admits at least a genealogical 
distinction between himself and his non- 
Jewish neighbour: and to a _ certain 
extent also a difference in values. Anti- 
semites in the past have seized on this to 
insist that Jews are therefore torn Dy a 
dual lovalty lo-day, the existence of 


the State of Isracl, and the propaganda 
of Zionists in every country on behalf 
of that State, tend to sharpen this 


and to unsettle those Jews who 
are unable to resolve it. This was under- 
lined a few years ago, When, during the 
Arab-Isracli. -war, a young Jew, within 
the space of five minutes, told me that 
“we had just brought down a number: 
of British ‘planes on the borders ol

Egypt, and that “we” had just sent a 
stiff Note to the U.S.S.R. via Mr. Bevin. 
This mental confusion is now being 


accentuated by the current assertions that 
Zionists speak on behalf of Jews every- 
where: and that any disagreement with 

yitical Zionism and its methods must 
be interpreted as an attack on Jewry. 


This insidious method of splitting the 
allegiance of Jews from the country in 
which they are domiciled must be seen 
now as a dangerous and antisemitic 
feature of the present situation. How 
dangerous it is can be recognised by

QUICKLY PREPARED MEALS 


Here are a few more suggestions for

Obituary 
JUDGE L J. GOLDSTINE 


Judge Israel Joseph Goldstine, who 
died in Auckland, New Zealand, on 
January 16, was Chairman of the Local 
Government Commission since 1947. 
He was 54 years old. 

Judge Goidstine was born in Brisbane. 
was educated at the Auckland Grammar 
School and Auckland University College 
and was admitted a barrister and solicitor 
32 years ako. He became New Zealand s 
youngest mayor when he was elected 
mayor of One Tree Hill in 193) He 
occupied the position for 16 vears. He 
was awarded the O B.E. in 1946, 

In the Jewish community Judge Gold- 
stine served as Hon Solicitor of the 
Jewish Benevolent Society and the Beth 
israc| Congregation. 


MR. ISAAC METCHIK 


The death occurred on Sunday at the 
age of 103 (writes our New York Cor- 
RESPONDENT) of Mr. Isaac Wolf Metchik. 
former eduor, Hebrew scholar, and com- 
munal worker. 

Mr. Metchik, who was born in Russia, 
lived for 40 years in London where he 
published the weekly Hatzore and edited 
the Yiddish DaILy ADVERTISER. 

He was one of the founders of the 
Machzike Hadass: ccngregation and the 
Brick Lane Talmud Torah. In America. 
Mr. Metchik was, until the age of 98, 
Executive Secretary of the New York 
Hebrew Day Nursery. He is survived by 
tiirve children, grandchildren, nine 
great-grandchildren, and three great- 
great-grandchildren. 


MR. J, BRETSTEIN 


A correspondent writes: “ With the 
death recently, at the age of 78, of 
Mr. Jacob Bretstein—Reb Yankel, as he 
was known to all—London has lost a 
chassid of the old school which is dis- 
appearing. For 27 years he was beadle 
and collector of the Machzike Hadath 
Synagogue. He had a strong sense of 
humour. always with a smile and a joke, 
and made friends with all sections of the 
community who came in contact with 
him For many years he was Baal Tekiah 
in the synagogue, His home was always 
open to strangers, and many a stranded 
rabbi or student found a haven there.”

those in high positions, were unable to 
leave the country. 

The movement of all Jews in the Soviet 
Zone has now been restricted and all have 
heen deprived of their business licences 
Pensions are said to have been withdrawn 
from aged Jews who failed to subscribe 
openly to the policies of the Communists. 

Meanwhile. the Socialist Unity Party 
is said to have prepared lists of Jews to 
be purged when new anti-Jewish measures 
are introduced. Entrusted with the task 
of implementing the Governments antt- 
Jewish policy is Guenter Renner, head of 
the Department for Party Control. 

The new Jewish Community Council 
set up by the Communists in East Berlin 
is headed by Georg Helbrunn. Bernhard 
Jacobus and Israc! Rothmann. An 
advisory council—it is headed by Wilb 
Bendi' and the Rev. Martin Riesen- 
hurger——has also been formed. Its first 
official act was to dismiss all employees 
of the former Community Council, which 
had previously represenied Jews in both 
sectors of Berlin. The new Council has 
established its headquarters im _ the 
Oranienburgersirasse, for long the 
administrative centre of Berlin Jewry 

Dr. treund, who was to have been a 
member of the advisory council, arrived 
here this week. together with his famuly. 
He said the Jewish Community Council 
in East Berlin was under the control of 
the Communist secret police. who were 
required to approve all activities planned 
by the Council. 

All letters and documents sent and 
received by the Council were censored. 
Der Wea. the Jewish paper published in 
West Berlin. had been banned in the 
Soviet Zone. The Jews in that area. said 
Dr. Freund. now had no contact with 
the free world. 


Burial Problem 


In spite of the split between East and 
West, the Communists are still allow ng 
Jews from West Berlin to be buried in 
the cemetcry in Werssensec. in the eastern 
sector.

ISRAELIS ASKED TO MAKE SACRIFICES 
* Growing Economic Difficulties

JERUSALEM 

A dismal picture of Israel's 
economic position was painted by Mr. 
Levi Eshkol, the Minister of Finance, 
during a debate on the economic situa- 
tion in the Knesset this week. 

Appealing to the nation to work 
harder and to make sacrifices in order 
to overcome the country's difficulties, the 
Minister said the growing trade gap. 
resulting from the lack of foreign cur- 
rency, had caused increased unemploy- 
ment. 

However, the proposed property tax 

it is expected to yield 1£45.000,000-—— 
would be an important factor in develop- 
ing the country’s basic indusiries. it 
would also be used to exploit the State's 
natural resources and to ‘transfer 
thousands of families to new settlements. 

It was hoped that prices and wages 
would be stabilised next year. Referring 
to the growing trade gap, which, in the 
first eight months of 1952 amounted to 
1£78.000.000, compared with [£60,000,000 
in the corresponding period of 1951. Mr. 
Eshkol said this was due to the difficulty 
of finding markets for Israch products. 
which. because of the high cost of labour, 
were not offered at competitive prices. 
He indicated that the Government might 
subsidise the export industries. 


In conclusion, the Minister promised 
that the ordinary budget would be. 
balanced by the end of the fisca! year: 
the present deficit is 1£5,000,000 The 
development budget has so far yielded 
1£66,000,000, but expenditure has totalled 
over 1£70,000,000. 

The debate was arranged after Mem. 
bers of the Knesset had expressed cop. 
cern at the sudden rise in the price of 
essential foodstuffs and the Government's 
inability last month to pay the salaries of 
civil servants.
